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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 
1 . In view of Applicant's After Final Amendment, filed on 07 February 2005, previous 
rejections of the instant claims are hereby withdrawn. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 2-10 and 12-22 are allowed over the Prior Art of record. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary reasons 
for allowance of the independent claims 5, 7, 20, 21 and 22 is the inclusion of the limitations of a 
method for measuring the infiltration of coring fluid into a core sample taken from a formation 
including the method steps of providing a coring fluid containing cesium in a first concentration; 
generating a core sample in the presence of the coring fluid, determining the concentration of 
cesium present in the core sample by comparing core sample cesium concentration to the first 
concentration wherein the cesium concentration in the coring fluid is in a specific range or 
amount, the ranges/amounts being: 25ppb to 250 ppm (as in claims 5 and 20); at least 25 ppm (as 
in claims 7 and 21); at least 2.5 ppm (as in claim 22). The Prior Art is completely devoid of 
providing any type of specific ranges or amounts of cesium concentrations in the enployment of 
measuring coring fluid infiltration into core san^^les, nor does the Prior Art teach or provide any 
specific motivations to provide specific ranges or amounts regarding the concentrations of 
fcesium in coring fluid and its infiltration into a core sample. The closest reasonable Prior Art 
reference is US 4,174,629 to Striegler, which teaches a method for measuring coring fluid 
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infiltration into a core sample employing specific hydrocarbons, however, does not teach specific 
concentrations or ranges of concentrations.
